Dear Ms. Duncan:

Pursuant to 2 U.S.C. §437f and the rules of the Federal Electlon Commission, 11CFR §112.1,
this letter requests an advisory opinion.

‘On June 25, 2008, I made a credit card contribution to ActBlue, a non-connected federal political
action committee, earmarked for the Democratic Nominee for United States Senate in 2010 in
Arizona (the “Nominee”); in the event that there is no Democratic nominee for this office in the
general election of 2010, the donation will be forwarded to the Democratic Senatorial Campaign
Committee (“DSCC”).!

I have three questions about the limits against which the this contribution might apply:

1. If there is a Nominee and my contribution is forwarded to that Nominee for the general
election in 2010, will my contribution count against the biennial contribution limit (11
C.F.R. §110.5(b)) for the election cycle in which it was made (2007/2008) or the one in
which the contribution is forwarded by ActBlue to the Nominee (2009/2010)?

2. If there is no Nominee and my contribution is forwarded to the DSCC in 2010, will my
contribution count against the biennial contribution limit (11 C.F.R. §110.5(b)) for the
election cycle in which it was made (2007/2008) or the one in which the contribution is
forwarded by ActBlue to the DSCC (2009/2010)? and

3. If there is no Nominee and my contribution is forwarded to the DSCC in 2010, will my
contribution count against my calendar year contribution limit (11 C.F.R. §110.1(c)) to
the DSCC in the year in which it was made (2008) or the year in which it was forwarded
to the DSCC (2010)?

Thank you very much for your prompt attention to this matter.
